Faster Internet Coming to the Library - Last spring, we filed for E-Rate & 

Arizona Broadband Initiative funds to bring fiber to the library.  We got news 

earlier this month that our $154,000 project was approved!   Construction is fully 

funded by the FCC and the Arizona Corporation Commission. The new fiber will 

provide a lightning-speed 500 Mbps internet connection--42x faster than our 

current 12 Mbps connection! Access to faster internet has the potential to 

transform the quality and types of services we offer our patrons.
